As it stands, the 
figure compares with a total revised 
registration of 14064, 895 made iw 1924. 
The total this year only 71,961 
greater than the revised tion 
for the last off year election ot 1922, 
when 804,648 names were on the poll 
books. 

Residence Wards Suffer Most. 

Residence wards suffered the great- 
est losses in the registration figures. 
THe 49th ward [the Rogers Park}. 
‘showed a 9,200 decrease in the number 
of its eligible voters. The other north 
side residence wards were not far 


behind in their losses. The 424 fell/ 


off 6,000, the 434 4,500, the 44th 5,600,

Organizations Show Strength. 
Standing out in contrast to the resi- 
dence wards and those in the black 
belt were the organization strongholds 
on the west and southwest sides.

Big West Side 


In one of the most spectacular fires 
Chicago firemen have had to fight for 
months, the plant of the Puritan Mills, 
Inc., at 352 North Elizabeth street was 
destroyed shortly after 6 o'clock th'‘s 
morning and only by desperate work 
was the B. A. Eckhart Milling com- 
pany’s plant, 1300-31 West Carroll ave- 
nue saved from the flames. One fire- 


covery is doubtful.

-100 feet square and was two stories in 
height. The company manufactures | oeea 
the Super Quality feed and the place 
was filled with dry grains of various 
kinds that enter into the composition 
of the company’s products.
